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THE AGGREGATE Capital stock of all corporations in 
the United States is more than $52,000,000,000, with a 
Corporations bonded and other indebtedness of more 

of U. S. Showthan $31,000,000,000. These interesting 
$52,000,000,- figures are contained in the Commission- 
000 Capital. er of Internal Revenue’s annual report, 
which was made public recently. The statistics appear 
in that part of the report devoted to the returns under 
the new Corporation Tax Law. 

The operation of this law has made it possible for 
the Federal government, for the first time, to obtain 
accurate information as to the number of corporations 
in this country and their financial standing. The fig- 
ures presented by the commissioner cover only the 
corporations which have made returns under the Cor- 
poration Tax Act. But they can be taken roughly as 
covering the entire corporate field in this country, for 
there have been only a very few corporations which 
failed to make returns and the number exempted by 
law is comparatively insignificant. 

The commissioner’s report shows that 262,400 cor- 
porations sent in returns and paid taxes under the new 
law. The exact amount of capital stock represented 
by these corporations was $52,371,626,752; the bonded 
and other indebtedness $31,383,952,696, and the net in- 
come $3,125,481,101. This shows that corporations of 
the United States in the aggregate made just a trifle 
less than 6 per cent on the total capital stock in the 
fiscal year ended June 30 last, which is the period on 
which the commissioner’s report is based. 

It has been known ever since the Corporation Tax 
law went on the statute books that New York State 
would pay a large part of this tax. The commission- 
er’s report shows that the Empire state contributed al- 
most twice as much as any other state to the total of 
$26,872,270 contained under the Corporation Tax law 
up to October 1, 1910. The tax assessed against New 
York state corporations amounted to $5,772,650, or a 
little less than one-fifth of the total tax for the entire 
country. Pennsylvania came next in the amount of 
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total assessment, her figures being $3,356,003. The 
Internal Revenue Commissioner’s report shows that 
New York state has almost twice as many corporations 
as any other state. Returns were received from 31,132 
corporations in that state. These corporations have 
an aggregate capital stock of $10,734,835,411 and a 
bonded and other indebtedness of $7,834,437,975. The 
net income for the fiscal year 1910 of the 31,132 New 
York state corporations amounted to $646,222,192. 

Pennsylvania comes next to New York in the total 
number of corporations within her confines, 18,362 
having made returns to the Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner. The Pennsylvania corporations have an ag- 
gregate capital stock of $5,496,433,778, and a bonded 
and other indebtedness of $2,669,754,489. The aggre- 
gate net income of the Pennsylvania corporations for 
the last fiscal year was $374,984,428. 

Illinois is third in the total number of corpora- 
tions. It has 17,908, with a total capital stock of $3,- 
991,058,968, and a bonded and other indebtedness of 
$3,032,803,126. The net income of the Illinois cor- 
porations for the fiscal year 1910 was $274,321,933. 

The Internal Revenue Commissioner’s statement 
shows that in the United States there are 29,812 finan- 
cial and commercial corporations, including banks, 
trust, surety and insurance companies, subject to the 
corporation tax. These 29,812 corporations of this 
class have an aggregate capital stock of $2,723,954,5309, 
and a bonded and other indebtedness of $2,404,299,- 
252. The net income of corporations of this class for 
the fiscal year 1910 was $394,747,699. 








NEARLY all of the $250,000,000 worth of property 
which is destroyed by fire each year in the United 
States is a needless waste, due to careless 

Huge building and fire precautions, according 

oo to F. H. Wentworth of Boston, Secre- 
tary of the National Fire Protective As- 
sociation. Mr. Wentworth made this statement recent- 
ly in testifying before the legislative graft committee 
in New York. He declared that because of these con- 
ditions New York City today is in danger of the great- 
est fire of history. Speaking of the recent Newark 
(N. J.) fire, in which many girls lost their lives, he 
said there were hundreds of factories in New York in 
which conditions were such that the same thing could 
occur in them at any time. Chicago is no better off in 
this respect than New York, he added. “There were 
1,000 fires in Chicago in the last year that were due to 
the careless use of matches,” he said. “The fire in 
which Chief Horan and twenty-four men lost their 
lives in Chicago may have been due to a match care- 
lessly thrown down.”’ 

Mr. Wentworth compared conditions in this coun- 
try and in Europe. Statistics has not yet convincetl 
the people of America of their peril, he added. “We 
have in our hands the results of fourteen years’ work, 
but the people care nothing about it,” he said. “They 
care nothing about the fire waste. A loss of $100,000 
shocks Europe to the center. People here are be- 
sotted ; they are used to having $100,000 burn up every 
day. We must teach the people the meaning of this 
enormous waste. Whereas the per capita fire waste 
in Europe is 33 cents, here it is $3. Take the case of 
a man who has a wife and three children. Suppose a 
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tax collector came around some blue Monday and said 
he must have $15 for the fire tax. The people would 
wake up then. There are none of the regulations here 
that we ought to have. We find people living in houses 
where dangerous gases are stored. I would guarantee 
that there are 1,000 factories in New York City in 
which the people would refuse to work if they knew 
what the danger was.” 

The fire loss in the United States was $35,000,000 
less in 1909 than in 1908, Mr. Wentworth said, and 
this was largely due to increase in protective measures. 
In this connection he lauded the work of the Under- 
writers’ Laboratories in Chicago. “In drawing en- 
couragement from the fact of this decrease,” he added, 
“we do not overlook the fact that enormous areas of 
our cities and towns are still wooden. We know that 
because of this combustible construction America is 
for many years to sustain heavy losses from fire. But 
about ten years ago, fostered by thoughtful men, a new 
era in building was quietly begun. During the last 
decade buildings destroyed by fire have, in ever-in- 
creasing proportion, come to be replaced by buildings 
conforming to improved fire-resisting standards. The 
Underwriters’ Laboratory in Chicago is one of the 
most wonderful places in the world. They can test 
roofing and test the conditions of a burning roof in 
a forty-mile gale. What is learned is as free as water 
to those who want the information. They test 
anything free of charge.”

Working in and Designs Act, 1907, are percepti 
Great Britain.in Great Britain. The agitation in cer- 
tain countries against the clause has for 
the time being mostly been abandoned, as it has been 
found that comparatively few British patents held by 
foreigners have been révoked, while in the case of the 
most important patents arrangements have been or are 
being made for working them in one form or another. 
It is calculated that over forty foreign firms are now 
engaged in manufacturing in Great Britain as a result 
of the compulsory working clause, and some twenty- 
five firms are working patents on royalty for the same 
reason. The total expenditure incurred in establish- 
ing and equipping new works or in arranging for man- 
ufacturing by other firms is considerable, although it 
is probably less than it was originally estimated. At 
the same time the number of British patents owned by 
foreigners and now worked in Great Britain as a con- 
sequence of the new Act, is comparatively insignifi- 
cant, having regard to the many thousands of British 
patents held by natives of other countries. 
« It is of course known that attempts have been made 
in numerous cases to dispose of the patents or secure 
their being worked in the United Kingdom on a royal- 
ty basis, but efforts of this kind form no valid de- 
fense to any applications made for revocation. It is 
therefore reasonable to conclude that the majority of 
British patents held by foreigners will never be worked 
in England, for if they were worth utilizing they would 
attract attention now, seeing that those who are first 
in the field have the advantage of obtaining a lead, 
which would not be possible if the lapse of valu- 
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able patents rendered them available to manufacturers 
in general.

Consuls. 004s handled it might work to the firm’s 
advantage. New companies making 
such connections could address a card to each corisul 
giving the same information and forward a catalogue 
of their products. In this way the consul could clas- 
sify catalogues and be in a position to put inquirers in 
touch with the representative. He could also watch 
the course of trade in his district and often be able to 
give valuable pointers as to opportunities. He would 
be able, by having, this information, to advise as to 
opportunities and to keep the firm posted as to affairs 
in his district. 

In some instancés an American house will write a 
foreign consulate for information as to the possibility 
of introducing some special thing into a consular dis- 
trict. The consul investigates and reports, suggesting 
a representative, only to learn later that some one of 
another city represents it and that a rival of the man 
who offered to take it up for his city is already selected 
by the house or its foreign agent. Had the consul 
this information in advance, upon inquiry he could 
learn if the home firm is receiving proper treatment 
or if its goods are being kept in the background be- 
cause some house of another country has the same 
local representative and is, perhaps, more liberal in 
its commissions. 


American goods of many varieties are seen in the- 


store windows and on sale in many foreign countries. 
To know who supplies them or the channel through 
which they arrived would often be an advantage to a 
consul. If an American company which has estab- 
lished a foreign agency or branch would write the con- 
sul telling him that its goods are available in the coun- 
try wherein he ig located, the consul could soon find if 
they were in the market in his town or district and re- 


port the fact. It, would be of value for the firm to. 


know just how well it is being represented, and if any- 
thing were wrong it could act. 

When Americans seeking foreign markets learn that 
the consuls are in earnest in their desire to help to 
extend American trade and become more confidentia! 
with them, it will be better for our trade. When they 
advise the consuls who their representatives are and 
require their salesmen to get acquainted with them, 
better results will follow. When they are willing to 
have the consuls of a country know who represents 
them in that country, the consuls will have a better 
grasp of the situation and can assist. 

Sending catalogues alone does little good. Many 
people on the other side of the water think that Ameri- 
cans are inclined to exaggerate, and for that reason 
circulars and descriptive matter in catalogues are not 
given much credence. If they see the article and see 
it work, it makes them buyers. One man recently 
told a consul in England that agricultural lands in 
Yorkshire had doubled in value in ten years through 
the introduction of American machinery, displayed. at 
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agricultural fairs. Other lines of industry are in need 
of modern machinéry and appliances such as America 
produces. 

American firms doing or seeking to do business in a 
foreign land should co-operate with the consuls; a list 
of foreign representatives should be placed in the 
hands of the consuls, together with descriptive matter ; 
salesmen and agents should be instructed to confer 
with the consuls; an actual demonstration on the 
ground will bring a better return than all other means 
combined.

Doctor Harvey W. Wiley, the United States Gov- 
ernment’s great pure-food pioneer, would now anni- 
hilate the jobber and the retailer and have the con- 
sumer deal directly with the producer or the manu- 
facturer. In a newspaper interview at Pittsburgh he 
is quoted as saying that, while the retail prices of 
foodstuffs loom up like the Washington Monument, 
the prices received by the farmer “look like a humble 
gravestone.” Such a deliverance hardly tallies with 
the widespread reports of the American farmers’ phe- 
nomenal prosperity in these days of wiped-out mort- 
gages, big bank accounts, warm air furnaces, pianos 
and automobiles, trips to Europe and hogs on the hoof 
at the raiser’s door commanding not long ago $11 per 
hundred pounds cash. But perhaps Chief Chemist 
Wiley hasn’t heard of all these things. What, is 
“onawing” him is said to be a little matter of $300 


that he had to pay for a lot of lumber for use on his © 


farm in excess of the manufacturer’s price at the mill. 
“Recently,” is his plaint, “I tried to buy two carloads 
of lumber from several companies in Virginia, West 
Virginia and North Carolina. Would they sell it to 
me? Not so I could show a receipt for it. They told 
me to buy it from the jobbers, who purchased it from 


them. When I tried to do this the jobbers told me - 


they could sell only to retail dealers and that I would 
_ have to pay the retailers’ profit to get the lumber. As 
a result I had to pay $300 more for it than it would 
have cost had the producer sold it. to me direct.” But 
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not every consumer of lumber wants two carloads of 
lumber at a time—in fact, the vast majority of the 
consumers require lumber in extremely small lots. 
And think what would happen were the hardware 
merchant who wants to lay a new floor in his store to 
be compelled to send to the mill for the stuff; or if 
the suburbanite had to go to the manufacturer many 
miles away to get laths for his hen-house! Such a 
method of doing business is archaic. The textile man- 
ufacturers, for example, could not possibly distribute 
their products from the mills to the consumers direct 
—nor could the cigar factories to the smokers or the 
distillers to the tipplers. “Publicity” is the cure for 
this terrible state of affairs, Doctor Wiley thinks. 
“Enough of it,” he declares, “will wipe out the differ- 
ences between the five cents that the farmer gets for 
his steer and the price that the housewife pays for the 
porterhouse steak.” When the cattleman and the 
housewife come to deal directly with each other the 
millennium itself will have dawned and departed.

This is a material world. We value as riches only 
the tangible things we can grasp and hold in our 
hands. And, yet, the real treasures of life, which 
give to all the outward things their meaning, are of 
the heart. “Tangible” riches! Why, but for so “in- 
tangible” a thing as sunlight, the whole material uni- 
verse would be black nothingness; but for “instan- 
gible” heat not the smallest spark of life could be;

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CHINESE STOVES OF FOREIGN DESIGN. 





(From Consul E. Carleton Baker, Antung, Man- 
churia. ) 

It is frequently remarked that the Chinese are in- 
creasingly supplying their own demands for goods of 
foreign design. This tendency, is noticeable in the 
stove market at Antung, Manchuria. 

The Chinese at that place are now producing fairly 
good stoves so cheaply that it is difficult to sell foreign 
stoves in competition. The Chinese stove factories 
at Antung use American stoves, as a rule, for pat- 
terns, and so closely imitate them that the name of the 
American manufacturer frequently appears upon the 
Chinese stove, and the difference between the two arti- 
cles is hardly perceptible, though the native product 
is not quite as smooth in appearance. As the winter 
climate in Manchuria is severely cold, the mercury 
dropping to 20 degrees below zero, and coal is com- 
paratively cheap, there is a considerable demand for 
stoves. 

The price of the Chinese stoves is scarcely more 
than the freight would be from the United States to 
Antung. Stoves 1% feet high (exclusive of 4 to 
5 inch legs) and 3% feet in circumference cost $2.40 
(United States currency); 1% feet high and 31-6 
feet in circumference cost $1.90; 1% feet high and 
2% feet in circumference cost $1.60. While Ameri- 
can stoves are vastly superior, the difference in price 
is so great that most Chinese prefer to buy those 
made locally. If the Chinese extend their manufac- 
ture of goods of foreign style, the adverse effect upon 
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American trade will no doubt be felt very much. It 
is probably only a question of time when the Chinese 
will supply most of their own wants and even invade 
the western countries with cheap goods of their man- 
ufacture. 


A NEW STOVE AND RANGE CONSTRUCTION. 


John P. McDonough, of St. Louis, Mo., has been 
granted United States Patent No. 977,417, on a stove 
and range construction, one-half of which he has as- 
signed to L. A. Ragan of St. Louis. Combined with 
a stove having a bottom ash receptacle and a fire-box 
between the receptacle and stove top, are a bottom 
grate separating the fire-box from the ash receptacle, 
a rearwardly and upwardly inclined water-tube grate 
mounted across the fire-box a suitable distance above 
the bottom grate and dividing. the fire-box into two 
superposed sections, an outer header forming a wall 
for the upper. fire-box section and discharging into the 
bottoms of the water-tubes. There is an inner header 
engaging the stove-top and forming a tight joint 
therewith and spaced a suitable distance from the rear 
wall of the fire-box and from the bottom grate and re- 
ceiving the discharges from the inner upper ends of the 
water-tubes. There are a water-tank located outside, 
and extending above, the stove, circulating pipes lead-

and communicating with the top and bottom of the 
water-tank, doors above and below the outer header 
leading to the respective fire-box sections opposite 
thereto, an exit flue, and flues in the stove connecting 
the flue with the rear of the fire-box.

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CULTIVATING THE CLERKS. 








The most successful business men are those who 
are able to bring out the best in their employes. 

The merchant who can inspire his clerks to do their 
best, to feel his enthusiasm, to actually like their work 
for the game itself, and know it, works at a tremen- 
dous advantage. 

All merchants do not have this power, but most can 
develop it to a profitable extent. 

We give a few suggestions which actual tests have 
proved of merit. We recommend them for every 
store from one clerk up. 

1. Post your clerks on the talking points of new 
goods. 

Just use the common sense method of explaining the 
merits of the article. Technical knowledge is not 
necessary, but you can sum up in a few words. your 
reason for buying and why you think others would 
care for it. To an inexperienced clerk this will mean 
a very great deal. 

2. Be frank with your clerks. 

It is a splendid idea to have a little meeting occa- 
sionally at which time you can solicit their suggestions, 
tell them of your plans for the next week or month 
and what you would like to accomplish. You would 
be greatly surprised at the excellence of the ideas 
brought out. They come to believe that they really 
have a big part in your store, which is true. So big 
a part, in reality, that your success depends largely 
upon it. 

3. Be fair to your clerks. 

Listen to them kindly when they have a complaint, 
and keep your temper. Don’t be unreasonabie. There 
are always two sides to a question, but, of course, re- 
spectfully maintain your dignity as head of the busi- 
ness. 

4. Do not openly show favors. 

Nothing can be gained by creating antagonism or 
jealousy ; but honest competition should, of ‘course, be 
encouraged. Some clerks have too good material in 
them for you to allow it to waste. Encourage that 
clerk who bids fair to be a burden saver for you. 

5. Study your clerks. 

Learn their strong as well as more noticeable weak 
points, encourage them, show them you are of the 
same kind of flesh and blood they are and have a sin- 
cere interest in their interests. 

6. Use your clerks. 

The average merchant, for fear that no one can do 
a thing quite as well as he, is losing a good chance. 
Set a clerk in spare time to checking up prices, com- 
paring catalogue prices, keeping want books, trim- 
ming windows, planning a sale. If you have a 
bright young man it is more than likely he can develop 
into a writer of good ads for you. 

It is altogether true, though, that you cannot inspire 
your clerks unless you are inspired. You yourself 
create the atmosphere in your own store; let it be one 
of cheer and optimism, a good place to trade. 

You will save time by taking time to cultivate your 
clerks —Butler Bros.’ “Drummer.”

sul-General G. Cornell-Tarler. On the other hand, 
there is a healthy demand for European and American 
hardware and cutlery in Bangkok, although the fig- 
ures show a slight decrease in importation since 1908, 
when this class of merchandise was imported to the 
amount of $522,699. In 1909 the importations 
amounted to $425,719, and the fiscal year ended March 
31, 1910, shows $405,016 worth. The figures show 
an increase of these wares from the United States dur- 
ing the past year, $16,152, as against $11,667 for 
1909 and $12,645 for 1908. Sheffield and Solingen 
ware are in favor, but there is no reason why Ameri- 
can goods should not compete equally with or replace 
these.

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CUSTOMS DECISIONS AFFECTING THE 
METAL INDUSTRY. 





Several decisions affecting the metal industry have 
been handed down recently by the United States Board 
of Appraisers. A firm of New York importers has 
been successful in securing lower duty on washers 
made of wrought iron or steel. The goods, which are 
patented, were invoiced as “fast-nut” washers, duty 
being assessed at the rate of 45 per cent under the 
provisions of the Tariff act of 1909 for “manufac- 
tures of metal.” The goods were claimed to be prop- 
erly dutiable at 34 of 1 cent per pound under para- 
graph 162, which provides specifically for washers. 
The Board reverses the custom house authorities and 
finds in favor of the importers. 

Failure on the part of an importing firm to submit 
a proper record to the Board resulted in the overruling 
of claims for lower duty on importations of bolts, nuts 
and other articles. They were assessed for duty at 
the rate of 45 per cent as manufactures of metal and 
were claimed dutiable at various rates lower than 
those assessed. The decision says that the claims are 
too vague to cover the goods. 

“No samples of the rivets have been offered, and in 
regard to the bolts and nuts there have been no at- 
tempts made to show the weight or other dutiable par- 
ticulars of such articles. Were we disposed to grant 
relief to some of the goods, the record as constituted 
would not permit of proper reliquidation. We must 
overrule the protests, and the decisions of the collect- 
or will stand.” 

Another New York firm succeeded in securing a re- 
duction in the duty assessed on fishhooks made from 
iron or steel wire. The difference between the gov- 
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ernment and the importers turned on the question of 
the value of the wire from which the fishhooks are 
made. It was the contention of the importers that the 
wiré was not valued at more than 4 cents a pound, 
and therefore should be allowed to enter at the lower 
rates provided for fishhooks made from wire worth 
less than 4 cents per pound. The decision written for 
the board says that it is established by the proof of- 
fered that the wire used in the manufacture of the 
hooks cost less than 4 cents a pound. The govern- 
ment offered no proof that at the date of shipment a 
change had occurred in the value of the wire used in 
the manufacture of the hooks. Under these circum- 
stances, the protests are sustained.

Arthur H. Happe of Detroit, Mich., has been grant- 
ed United States Patent No. 979,291 on an electric 
sad iron, one-half of 
which he has assigned 
to Samuel C. Mumford 
of Detroit. Combined 
in the sad iron are a 
separable casing and 
polishing plate mem- 
ber having anchorage 
shoulders _ projecting 
from the upper -face of 
the polishing plate por- 
tion and correspond- 
ingly recessed parts in 
the under surface of 
the casing, a pair of © 
contact clips insulated 
at their outer ends engaging through the wall of 
the casing, and a series of independently remov- 
able heating units arranged in electrical contact 
with one another and against the anchorage shoul- 
ders, and with their end members in contact with the 
clips on the peripheral portion of the top surface of 
the polishing plate member. _ Each element comprises 
a pair of external insulating plates, a central core mem- 
ber, and a’ resistance element wound thereabout and 
protected except as to its projecting ends by the in- 
sulating plates.

The show windows, as has been cleverly stated, are 
the eyes of the store and reflect in a measure condi- 
tions as they exist within. It is therefore up to the 
merchant to see that his windows create a good impres- 
sion on the public. The windows should always be as 
large as possible—i. e., consistent with the store front, 
as 12 to 18 feet windows, 8 feet deep, with floor 
slightly raised above the sidewalk, neat background, 
neutral in design and color and some decorative effect 
to relieve its bareness and give life and color. 


The problem of dressing a window has been great- 
ly simplified in the last few years. The market is now 
overflowing with decorative features of every descrip- 
tion. Twenty years ago window dressing was an en- 
tirely different proposition. The absence of decora- 
tions made the window dresser rely upon his own in- 
genuity-and cleverness to make everything that was 
used in his windows. Cheesecloth was found effective 
and was.used extensively in every conceivable color as 
a decorative feature. Its use became almost universal. 
Large and small stores alike used it for all sorts of 
displays, until it was worked to death. The mechan- 
ical fans, opening flowers and other old style motion 
windows have also gradually disappeared, yet each was 
good in its day and attracted great crowds. However, 
the merchant of today appraises the value of a crowd 
in front of his window in proportion to the sales that 
are made. Background plays an important part in a 
window, and should be simple, yet rich and artistic. 
There is, however, a tendency to overdo the thing, and 
many window dressers give most of their attention to 
backgrounds and make them so elaborate that the mer- 
chandise displayed is completely overshadowed, the 
interest of the beholder being thus centered on the 
work of the window dresser, rather than on the goods 
to be sold. It is not enough to have the window at- 
tractive in appearance. It should be arranged so that 
the goods exhibited therein will lock attractive enough 
for people to buy them.

CARPET SWEEPERS IN NORTHERN SYRIA. 


[From Consul Jesse B. Jackson, Aleppo, Turkey. | 

The carpet sweeper is practically unknown in 
northern Syria. Aside from the one owned and in 
use at the residence of the writer, none has been seen 
in the country. The usual methods of cléaning car- 
pets, rugs, and other floor coverings is to take them up 
almost daily and remove them to the outer court, where 
they are vigorously beaten by servants. On account 
of the dry climate and extremely dusty atmosphere 
this operation must be performed so often that it has 
a bad effect on the carpets and rugs, which are almost 
wholly of Persian and Turkish manufacture, and 
consequently much more valuable than those of Euro- 
pean make. With the introduction of carpet sweepers 
this condition could be readily remedied, and consider- 
able economy practiced in the preservation of car- 
pets and rugs. It is apparent, also, that a simple dem- 
onstration of their utility would result in a lucrative 
business. The people of this country are skeptical 
concerning any new article. Therefore, an effort 
should. be made to induce some local dealer or com- 
mission house to take an agency and organize a house- 
to-house canvass, demonstrating the sweeper to the in- 
dividual families. Special effort should be made to in- 
troduce the cheaper grades of sweepers, owing to the 
financial and economical conditions existing. This 
consulate will be pleased to furnish any further in- 
formation, or render any assistance possible toward 
placing manufacturers in touch with local representa- 
tives, upon request. Exporters should take up this 
matter energetically and without delay, with the vari- 
ous importers and commission houses of this consular 
district (a list of which will be found in the World 
Trade Directory to be issued by the Bureau of Manu- 
factures, Washington, D. C., in January).

PANAMA. 

The following information, concerning the use of 
firearms in Panama, is furnished by Consul-General 
Alban G. Snyder: 

There are no restrictions on the importation or sale 
of revolvers and shotguns, but a permit is required to 
carry them, which is granted by the alcalde of any 
town. The import duty is 10 per cent ad valorem. 

The ownership of revolvers is common to a certain 
extent among the natives, but more noteworthy among 
the Americans. All calibers are popular among the 
Americans and better-class Panamanians, but the poor- 
er classes buy a cheap-grade made in Belgium and 
Germany. The favorite American revolvers sell, ac- 
cording to caliber, at from $14 to $21. 

No particular type is used by police officers. They 
furnish their own revolvers and invest as little or as 
much as they feel inclined. 

The laboring classes of this Republic would probably 
be interested in a moderate-priced but effective single- 
barreled shotgun. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 

Vice-Consul A. W. Lithgow, of Puerto Plata, fur- 
nishes the following information concerning the use 
of firearms in the Dominican Republic: 

While the importation and sale of’ revolvers and 
cartridges are prohibited by law, they are used in 
general by all classes. The types best known here are 
two American brands, one of which is automatic. The 
caliber preferred is g and 12 millimeters. These are 
the revolvers supplied to the police. The presidents of 
city councils place all orders for municipal police sup- 
plies; and the Minister of Interior, Santo Domingo 
City, for the government police force. 

A permission, costing $12, must be obtained from

the Minister of Foreign Affairs in order to import 
shotguns. The import tariff for single-barreled shot- 
guns is $3 each. Trap or target shooting is not in- 
dulged in here, but hunting is to quite an extent. 

There is a considerable demand for a moderate- 
priced shotgun amongst families who shoot the wood- 
pecker, which destroys the fruit and cocoa trees, and 
among the better class of people for pigeon shooting. 

TRINIDAD. 

Consul Franklin D. Hale reports as follows con- 
cerning the almost prohibitory laws dealing with the 
import and use of firearms in Trinidad: 

It is not lawful, according to the ordinance of March 
16, 1909, for any person to use, carry, or have in his 
custody or possession any firearm without a license, 
which costs $4.86 annually for each pistol or rifle, and 
$1.20 for each gun. Every license expires on March 
31 following the date of issue, and contains name and 
address, and full description of the firearm for which 
it is given. 

A breach of the ordinance is punished by a penalty 
not exceeding $240. Wardens, police, and other of- 
ficers have a right to demand and search for firearms. 
Certain persons, like various classes of immigrants, 
criminals, persons of weak intellect, and those under 
16 years of age, can not obtain a license. 

To sell or deal in firearms, or to carry on the trade 
of gunsmith, requires an annual license costing $4.86. 
Such dealer can not sell a firearm to any person with- 
out seeing the person’s license under a possible penalty 
of $240. He must also keep special books in which is 
kept an accurate account of all sales, the names of pur- 
chasers, and number and kind of license, etc. A breech 
of this ordinance may be punished by a possible per- 
alty of $24. 

The import duties are as follows: Muzzle-loading 
and air guns, $1.20 each; all other guns, revolvers, 
rifles, and pistols, $2.40 each; cartridges, loaded, $1.20, 
and unloaded 60 cents per 1,000; gunpowder, about 
one-half cent per pound. 

The ownership of revolvers is not common among 
the masses of the people, the restrictions being too 
great. The price of revolvers ranges from $5 to $20, 
those most in demand costing from $6 to $8. There is 
little trap or target shooting, but there is considerable 
hunting in the rural districts. 

There is practically no demand for high-priced 
guns, those called for ranging from $8 to $10 in value. 
One of the large dealers informs me that the demand 
for and sale of firearms were so much affected by the 
passing of the ordinance quoted that a large shipment 
from the United States, arriving after the new law be- 
came effective, remains in bond undelivered, subject 
to the order of the American house. 

URUGUAY. 

In answer to an inquiry, Consul Fréderic W. God- 
ing, of Montevideo, furnishes the following informa- 
tion concerning firearms in Uruguay: 

The only restriction on the importation of firearms 
and ammunition into Uruguay is that the Minister of 
War shall be notified of their entry on stamped paper, 
costing 52 cents, which causes a delay of only, at most, 
a few days. 

The duty on revolvers is 56 per cent on a valuation 
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of $5.70 each. The most popular revolvers are two 
American brands, which retail for $15.50 upward. The 
.32 and .38 caliber, short barreled, nickeled, are most 
in demand in the cities, and the long barreled in the 
country. 

For two or three years an American company here 
has been pushing the sales of new firearms by advertis- 
ing, but as the arms are little known, their efforts have 
not been very successful, 

Single-barreled sporting rifles are valued at the cus- 
toms at $8.30, double-barreled at $14.50, and pay duty 
at the rate of 56 per cent on such valuation. 

During the open season small-game shooting is very 
popular, hence a single-barreled shotgun at a moderate 
price should sell well.

SOME THINGS THAT MAKE OR MAR A 
BUSINESS. 


(Address by John Hall, before the Alabama Retail 
Hardware Association.) 

You recall the beautiful story of the Feast on the Moun- 
tain; how after all had eaten bountifully they gathered up the 
fragments so that nothing should be lost, and then it was 
found that what was left was greater than the original feast. 
Perhaps I can take up the fragments; talk to you about the 
odds and ends that have been and are being forgotten 
in this daily life that you and I are leading as hardwaremen. 


THE LITTLE THINGS OF LIFE. 


Let us, in considering these fragments, bear in mind that 
life is made up largely of little things—the big ones are events 
that occur now and then. The happiness that comes to us 
and the sunshine and gladness that we contribute to the 
world, to those we meet daily in our business and in our 
homes, is made up by a due regard for the things that are 
sometimes, unfortunately, considered of -little consequence. 

Speaking solely from the standpoint of a business life, 
my observation has caused me to particularly note that those 
who have accomplished results really worth while are men 
who learned early in the game to do the common things un- 
commonly well. Such men are the real leaders, the creators 
of opportunities. 

Their genius is woven into the fabric of the business, 
of which they are a part, by the infinite pains they give to 
the little things. They catch and turn to their good the 
fragments of opportunities that the average man lets pass 
without seeing. 

Admitting as a basis of argument that all of the happen- 
ings, all of the conditions that surround us, are opportunities 
in one form or another, generally speaking, the power is 
within ourselves to decide as to: how these happenings or 
conditions will finally be labeled so as to show the. class, 
good or evil, to which they belong, as affecting us in a per- 
sonal or a business way. 





ENERGY AND BUOYANCY, 


For instance, there is no law that says what we shall 
eat or how much of it we will eat for breakfast, and yet 
few of us hardwaremen stop to think that this breakfast plays 
a most important part in the character of the service we 
give to our business in the forenoon of the day, and if we 
add to the loss of the morning an underfed or overfed or 
injudiciously fed body by the noonday meal we will subtract 
from our afternoon efforts much of that keenness of per- 
ception, eagerness for work and feeling of buoyancy so 
necessary to keep us in the front rank as business men in 
this keen competitive business age. 

Shall we call our failure to give attention to these things 
a missed opportunity or pass it over as not worthy of con- 
sideration? 

Did it ever occur to you that the business of which you 
are a part as employer or clerk has a right to expect perfect 
physical condition for the daily service that you are to give— 
that a night of dissipation or sleepless rest as a result of 
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excess or indiscretion is evidence of a missed opportunity to 
be in the pink of condition for the coming day? 

In the game of business in which the retail man takes 
the brunt of the fray, if we are to reap-the fullness of suc- 
cess, mind and body should be ever ready, the one to grasp 
the opportunities as they pass and the other to stand the 
strain of the fight. Certainly there is no contest that re- 
quires more energy and more thinking than the hardware 
business, if it is to show the results of more than a living 
for the owner and his clerks. 

In an address which I delivered in Louisville, Ky., I 
made the statement that out of every ten men who embarked 
in the retail hardware business two failed outright, one only 
of the ten made a signal, comprehensive success, varying in 
importance in accordance with environments and conditions, 
and seven out of the ten, “also ran,” “made a living’—nothing 
more. It was, of course, my purpose to analyze the reason for 
this state of affairs because it is practically true. I did not 
mention fitness in mind and body as an important factor in the 
success or failure of the store, because they are regarded by 
the average dealer with little consideration, but I bring to 
your attention that the young man starting on a business 
career must be clean in mind and clean in body and strong 
in both, not some of the days of the week, but all of the 
hours of all the weeks of his service, if he expects and hopes, 
as he should, to reach the front ranks of business success. 

EMPLOYER'S INTEREST AND EXAMPLE. 

Speaking of young men in business brings to my mind 
another fragment that seems to have been generally over- 
looked—a missed opportunity if you will permit me to so 
class it—the lack of appreciation of the average merchant of 
the responsibility which is his and he should not try to shirk 
it, of earnest thought to the proper training of the clerks 
that work in his store and the responsibility of setting them 
the example of giving to the business of which they are a 
part the fullness of complete and satisfactory service. 

This clerk behind the counter, whenever he comes in 
contact with your customers, has in his keeping the good 
reputation of your business. How many of them by care- 
lessness and ignorance betray that trust because the owner 
of the store has shirked his responsibility? How many of 
these clerks are simply clock watchers and payday lookers, 
because the boss has inspired them with no higher aspiration? 

The first impression that man or woman receives on en- 
tering your store is almost indelible, and if the continued 
going to a particular store by the average man or woman to 
trade is a matter of habit—and this is generally admitted to 
be a fact—how exceedingly important it is to always have 
your lights trimmed and burning, ready at all times to make 
these first impressions lastingly for good. 

REPUTATION VS. CHARACTER. 

I recall a case that is always before me when I think of 
a prominent hardware dealer. I have tried to forget it, but 
do not. His store is a model of neatness and arrangement; 
his clerks are above the average. This man is an example 
of refinement and courtesy—the world is better because he 
lives. The first time I went into his store I noted one of 
his clerks sitting on the counter smoking a cigar and talk- 
ing to a traveling man. There were two customers in the 
store, one being waited on by another clerk and the other 
waiting to be waited on when somebody would seemingly 
by accident discover that he was there. 

Now, that sort of thing perhaps is all right for a gen- 
eral store in a crossroads settlement, but how many of us 
would feel complimented if our hardware store were regarded 
in that class by the public in the towns and cities where we 
do business. 

It seems almost elementary for me to remind you of the 
difference between reputation and character. The one is 
what we would have the public think and the other is what 
we are, that God knows us to be; and so it is with the store 
character, just as tangible and just as important as personal 
character, 

Now, this merchant, by the neatness of his store and the 
general appearance of it shows that he appreciates the power 
of public opinion, but it is evident he has missed the oppor- 
tunity of inoculating his clerks with the feeling that the name 
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over the front door—his name—must starid as a guarantee, 
not alone for the quality and character of the merchandise 
sold, but the quality and character of the service rendered. 

‘ Perhaps it would be argued that these customers were 
old friends, men who traded every day and often, and for 
that reason indifferent attention was paid to their coming 
and going. That is equivalent to the mother who teaches 
the child one set of manners for company and another set 
for home and then when this child grows up, gets this dual 
life mixed, and has reputation, but little character, to com- 
mand our respect, our confidence and our love. 


LIKES AND DISLIKES, 


Let me submit this proposition: If a man or woman 
likes you—likes your store—they will find a way to trade 
with you, to give you the order they otherwise would send 
away to some larger city. You know this to be true, because 
75 per cent of the goods the average merchant buys is on the 
basis of his like or dislike to the salesman who visits him, 

How, then, can we increase the influence of our business 
—the sales, if you please—and the consequent increase of 
profit by the increased business done? This is a live ques- 
tion and I believe one that will interest you, for my observa- 
tions in the last few years lead me to believe that very few 
hardware dealers cover the field of opportunity which is 
theirs, too often satisfied with a partial success, 


You allow some outside dealer to come in and sell the 
builders’ hardware for the new home of the druggist and 
the dry goods man, and take orders from the blacksmith 
for his hammers, files and nails. You allow the carpenter 
and the farmer to ponder over some mail order catalogue 
‘and send their money away for what they want, when they 
could serve their best interest by buying from your store. 

If you could carefully tabulate the thoughts of yourself 
and your clerks during any working day, you would find in 
the average store about 75 per cent of the thinking done 
was on things other than selling, and only 25 per cent, 
perhaps less, devoted to the purpose of the store, which is 
for selling and enlarging the field of your opportunities in 
this all-important part of the business. 


TERRITORY FOR EACH CLERK. 


Suppose you should divide the territory you are entitled 
to cover into sections and assign a certain section to each 
clerk, not forgetting to let the boss have his share. Hold 
each man responsible for results from his field of operation, 
fix his compensation on profits made and you will find an 
awakening to ways and means to sell goods not thought of 
before. Every farmer, every carpenter, every household 
would become a prospect and would be worked intelligently 
and continuously, so that no outside competition at least 
could get a foothold in your territory. 


Put no man on guard who is not worthy to carry your 
good name and the reputation into the fold of your fair 
dealing. A failure to bring into the fold of your business 
the men and women who do not now trade with you will 
be evidence of bad management. 

Remember, salesmen cannot be driven; they will follow 
a leader who is worthy; they will quickly respond to the 
genius of encouragement. Cultivate that as a great asset. 
Refrain, of course, from expecting unreasonable things; be 
slow to expect others to do what you yourself under the 
same circumstances could not accomplish. 


You should know positively the reason why any certain 
man does not trade at your store, and if it is within the limits 
of good business, remove the reason or prejudice. In nine 
cases out of ten you will find the reason for your failure to 
enjoy the business from some particular source because of 
your failure to properly think about and plan ways to get it. 


Banish from your mind the idea that price sells goods; 
it plays a minor part in the harmony of business. Impres- 
sions, likes and dislikes are the controlling factors, and when 
you find that one clerk can not get the business of some 
particular farmer or carpenter or family, try another clerk. 
Never losé sight of the fact that any man or woman feels 
complimented in being asked directly to give their trade to 
a store, and if they are asked in the right way they will do it. 


THE RIGHT PRICE. 


Do not for a moment construe my statement about price 
to mean that you should rob or overcharge your customer. 
Such is not my purpose, but you must remember that you 
can not run a business without a profit, and it must be a 
healthy one, There is a price in each locality for any article 
in the hardware store, at which price more of that article 
can be sold and more net profit made than at any other price, 
either higher or lower, that you may ask for it, and the mer- 
chant who during his working day gives 75 per cent of his 
thoughts, as he should, to the selling end of his business, will 
soon find out what that price is. 


INFLUENCE OF THE CLERK. 


I came here today intending to talk principally on the 
retail hardware clerk and his power for good or evil in and 
out of the store. It seems to me this is the one subject over- 
looked by the big guns, the big talkers and orators. Why, I 
do not know, because every retail hardware store is just what 
the clerk makes it; just that and nothing more, and it is the 
custom, universally so, to let the clerks dig out their knowl- 
edge, form opinions and adopt principles, rules of conduct 
for their business life to be spent in your store and at your 
expense, with no guiding hand or wise counsel from the 
owner whose success or failure is in their keeping. 

Happy is that merchant who can truthfully say that he 
loves his employes, and fortunate beyond measure is that 
young man, starting on a business career, who can look up 
to, honor, respect and trust the head of the business in which 
he is employed. These clerks are your mouthpiece; be sure 
they are properly trained, know the game and are in every 
way competent to interpret the high character of the business 
that bears your name or for which you are responsible: 


EXAMPLE AND TEACHING. 

The essence of all religion is right living and right doing; 
let us teach that to the young men about us. Let us set them 
the example of being dependably honest, especially in the 
little things of life. Let us teach them by example the sweet- 
ness of self denial and to practice in their daily lives the spirit 
of gentleness and politeness. Particularly would I urge the 
consideration for others, their feelings and their rights, at 
all times and in all places. 

Let us teach these clerks to be quick to respond to the 
requests and suggestions of those in authority over them, to 
learn to do first and discuss the advisability of doing after- 
ward. Let them learn to measure the value of the business 
of what they do and the way they do it by the value they 
would put on another if they had to pass judgment. In this 
way teach them to be creators of business instead of mere 
task doers. 

Let them buckle on the armor of loyalty, faith and 
earnestness, and go out in the business battle and win honest- 
ly, for no other success will bring the sweetness of peace 
when our shadows commence to fall behind us. 


THE SELLING END. 


My theory in trade building is to perfect yourself in the 
game of selling and then multiply yourself by teaching those 
around you. The time spent in selling is an investment the 
same as the money paid for your goods, and should be so 
reckoned in the theory of selling. In fact, if we could gather 
up the fragments of time, the wasted moments, hours, the lost 
motion, the doing of things that do not count in the average 
retail hardware store, and apply this force intelligently, what 
a difference it would make in the profits at the end of the 
year! 

The one fragment which I commend to you is to re- 
ligiously cultivate the habit of giving, at least, one hour each 
day to profound thinking of how to sell more goods. This 
should be a quiet hour of meditation. Nothing should be 
allowed to interrupt you. Do not try to cover your goods as 
a whole; think in lines. 

Take, for instance, cutlery first, then paint, if you keep it, 
then builders’ hardware and on through the whole list of 
your stock. When you have reached the end of the list go 
back and think it all over again and keep on turning the 
pages, as you can never exhaust the subject. 
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“<<“Give another hour each day in earnest thought to the 
people who do not trade with you; do not think of them 
collectively, but individually; get a list of their names, check 
them off as you bring each into the fold. 

Call your clerks into counsel once each week and put 
these kind of problems before them. We are not selling 
enough pocket knives or enough locks, what is the reason? 
Ask them to suggest a plan to change this condition. Take 
your list of non-buying names, select individual cases. Here 
is John Brown, he has not bought from us in a year. We 
want his business and ask for a plan to get it. 


PROMPTNESS IN PAYING IS A HABIT. 


After selling comes collecting the money for .what you 
have sold—a most important part of the business. Every 
transaction in the hardware store is in the nature of a con- 
tract; you deliver the goods and receive immediately the 
money. We call it a cash sale and the contract is closed. 
But if you deliver the goods and the payment is deferred, 
there has been a definite date of the performance on your part 
of the contract by this delivery, and there should be equally a 
definite time of ‘payment by the other party—the purchaser. 

Promptness in payment is a matter of habit, and unless 
the merchant propagates and cultivates that good habit among 
the people to whom he sells, it is only human for those cus- 
tomers of yours to drift into the bad habit of ignoring the 
respectability of promptness, and that is the beginning of 
friction, that eventually loses the trade to your store. 

Certainly it is a wise business policy to create as little 
friction as possible, and the way to do it in handling collec- 
tions is to ask for your money promptly when it is due. The 
customer expects you to do it then and no irritation is proba- 
ble, but each day you delay not only weakens your standard 
of promptness but lessens the customer’s respect for your 
business methods and makes friction a certainty.

WARM AIR PIPING. 











The size of the warm air pipes and the location and 
arrangement of the same is of the most vital import- 
ance in the installing of a warm air furnace. The 
success or failure of the furnace to distribute the 
heat properly depends largely on this part of the sys- 
tem. In determining the size of warm air pipes the 
exposure of outside walls and glass surface should be 
carefully considered. 

For first floor rooms above the furnace floor regis- 
ter will be found to give the best results. If side wall 
registers are used the riser box connecting to leader 
pipe must be in cross section fully equal to the leader 
pipes supplying it—Catalogue of Sprague Fdy. &

NEW SYSTEM OF STREET-CAR VENTILATION 
IN ENGLAND. 








An invention for perfecting the ventilation of street 
cars has just had an extended trial on an electric car 
in Manchester, England. The satisfactory working 
of the device caused favorable comment, both by ex- 
perts and passengers. The atmosphere, even with the 
trial car full of passengers, some of whom were smok- 
ing, was clear and good. This innovation seems sim- 
ple and surprise is expressed that the method had not 
previously suggested itself. A series of cones is ar- 
ranged in line, the small end of one projecting into 
the larger open end of the succeeding cone. As the 
car moves a strong current goes down the first cone 
into the mouth of the second cone, causing vitiated or 
foul air to enter the larger open mouth of succeeding 
cones, and be swept on to the final outlet. In order 
to make a drastic test, all other ventilating apertures 
were thoroughly stopped. Two sets of cones were 
then fixed at either side of the car. The clearing of 
smoke from a covered car (bogie type, or double- 
decked) is the most trying test. As smoke is heavier 
than air the foul air will be removed more quickly than 
smoke. The invention is also adaptable to railway 
cars, and to workshops, theatres, and public build- 
ings. For such uses it would be necessary to use an 
electric fan or air blower in order to induce a strong 
current. A commendable feature of this invention is 
its inexpensiveness. It is said that it will even reduce 
the cost of street-car construction. 
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CANADIAN PUBLIC HEATING PLANT. 


[From Consul-General John E. Jones, Winnipeg. | 

The heating mains of the Brandon (Canada) sys- 
tem, as already installed, cover the principal business 
district of that city. The plant is said to have proved 
very successful and to have attracted considerable at- 
tention throughout the country on account of its econ- 
omy and convenience. Besides the saving in fuel, the 
installation in individual blocks and houses is described 
as inexpensive, the ordinary steam pipes in a building 
being simply connected with the central plant. As an 
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evidence of the satisfactory work of the Brandon 
plant, it.is said that the largest building may be heated 
throughout in twenty minutes. 

The Brandon Electric Light Company, which has in- 
stalled the system, plans next season to extend it over 
the business portion of the city, as well as a large 
portion of the residential district. The company is 
sparing no pains to make the plant throughout ade- 
quate to the needs of the somewhat rigorous climate 
of the country. 

With this end in view the wrought-iron mains are 
carefully insulated against loss of heat. They are 
first carefully wrapped with asbestos paper held in 
place by spirally-bound copper wire. Between the iron 
pipe and the wooden insulating casing there is a 1-inch 
air space, the pipe being centered and supported by 
roller and ball-bearing guides, which allow free expan- 
sion and contraction with change of temperature. The 
chief insulation is secured by the use of wood casing 
4 inches in thickness. This casing is made up of kiln- 
dried, tongued and grooved white pine. The inside 
of the casing is lined with bright tin and the outside 
tightly wound with heavy galvanized wire. To pre- 
vent decay, the whole log is covered with a coating of 
asphaltum. A thorough system of under drainage is 
secured by placing porous drain tile along and below 
the entire system of mains, and piping same to sewers. 

It is said that this construction results in an insula- 
tion against loss of heat so near perfection that con- 
densation im the street mains is reduced to an average 
of not 5 per cent of the season’s output. Expansior 
devices are inclosed in brick boxes every 50 feet, and 
manholes give access to the valves at the street inter- 
sections. The heat is metered by a system of water 
condensation ; the meter is a simple device which meas- 
ures the water as it flows ffom the building. 

The Brandon Electric Light Company has been the 
pioneer in the establishment and development of public 
utilities in the province. From a plant of 50 horse- 
power it has developed a system of power-generating 
plants of nearly 4,000 horsepower ; and it is altogether 
likely that the new system of heat transmission will 
meet the necessities of the public in a satisfactory man- 
ner. 
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SAVE YOUR EYES. 








To lose your eyesight would be a terrible misfor- 
tune. For one to be compelled to go through life in 
darkness is an affliction almost unbearable. And yet 
the dverage person is both careless and ignorant in 
the important matter of care of the eyes. 

A few generations ago, schools, especially in the 
small towns and the country, were in session only 
three to four months of the year. Now, the children 
of the land are in school six to ten months each year. 

This means a largely increased strain on their eyes. 
Last year, 1909, the Department of Health of Chi- 
cago, examined 123,897 school children for the many 
minor defects that children are afflicted with. The De- 
partment inspectors found that 21,824 school children 
had defective eyesight or impaired vision. 

Now, many of these cases had been caused by im- 
proper use of the eyes. In most of the schools the 
children are taught how to hold their books while 
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reading. Also how the light should fall on the book 
or-on the work which the pupil is doing, so as to save 
the eyes from needless strain.” 

If possible, the light should be behind you, and fall 
over the left shoulder. One should never read in a 
dim or fading light. A few minutes’ use of the eyes 
in a light that overtaxes or strains them may cause 
serious and permanent injury. 

The child who is attending school and is troubled 
with headaches, needs medical attention. The head- 
aches may be and often are due to bad air; but just 
as often are due to eye strain caused by bad light or 
defective vision. If the latter, the oculist should be 
consulted at once-—Chicago Department of Health.

‘dn Fig. 190, let A J J be the elevation of an octagon 
spire, mitering down upon four gables occurring upon 
a square pinnacle. Draw the center line 4 H, and from 
the point G draw G H perpendicular to the center line, 
showing the half width of one of the sides at the point 
G. By inspection of the elevation it will be seen that 
one-half of the sides will be notched at the bottom to

fit over the gable, while the other will be pointed to 
reach down into the angles or valleys between the 
gables. 

To ascertain the correct length upon the center line 
of one of the pointed sides it will be necessary to con- 
struct a section through one of the valleys, for in- 
stance, upon the line 7 R of plan. Through the point 
M of the elevation draw the line M N at right angles 
to the center ‘line, extending it to the left indefinitely, 
and from N set off on this line the distance N L equal 
to'T '‘R of the plan. Draw L F and extend the side 
Act: until it intersects this line at K. Then A K will 
be the ¢orrect length through the center line of one of 
the long sides.. ° 

To describe the pattern draw 1-20 equal to 4A K 
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of the elevation, and set off points upon: it correspond- 
ing to the points in 4 K, thus making I-17 equal to A C 
and I-19 equal to A J of the elevation, etc. 

Through 19 draw. a perpendicular equal in length 
to the width of a side at a point /, or twice G H, as 
shown in the elevation, placing one-half on each side 
from 19, all as shown by 18-16. From 18 and 16 
draw lines to z. From 17 as a center and 1-16 as a 
radius, describe an arc, as shown by 16-2, indefinite.in 
length. Set the dividers to the space 18-16 and step 
off spaces from 76 as 16-14, 14-12, etc., until as many 
sides are set off as are required in the spire—in this 
case eight. 

Draw the lines 1-12, 1-14, etc. From the point 77, 
which, as will be seen by C in the elevation, corre-

sponds to the top of the gable, draw lines to the points 
16 and 18, which gives the pattern for the notch in the 
first section. 

Set the dividers to 18-17 as a radius, and from 14 
and 12 as centers describe arcs, intersecting at 13. 
Draw 13-14 and 13-12 and repeat this upon all alter- 
nate sides throughout the pattern, as shown, locating 
the points 9 and 5.

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A STRAIGHT MOLDING MEETING A CURVED

In Fig. 214, let D F G E represent a piece of 
straight molding joining a curved mold F J J G, the 
profile of the straight and curved molding being the 
same. To obtain the miter line or line of joint, pro- 
ceed as follows: 

Draw the profile in line with the straight molding 
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H R, placing the point B at the point K of the inter- 
section of the lower line of the curved molding with 
the line H R, all as shown by H K. Then, with Ras a 
center, draw arcs from the division on the line H: K 
intersecting lines of corresponding numbers drawn 
from the profile parallel to the lines of the straight 
molding. 

A line traced through these intersections, as shown 
by F G, will be the required miter line, and; as will 
be seen, is not a straight line.

From the divisions in the profile draw lines parallel 
to D F in the direction of the miter indefinitely, also 
in the opposite direction, cutting the vertical line A B 
of the profile, as shown by the small figures, which 
correspond in number to the divisions on the profile.

To obtain the pattern for the straight molding, draw 
the line a b at right angles to it, upon which place the 
stretchout of the profile A B C, as shown by the small 
figures. At right angles to the stretchout of the profile 
and through the points in it, draw the usual measuring 
lines. With the T-square placed at right angles to 
E G, bring it successively against the points forming 
the miter line F G, and cut lines of corresponding num- 
ber in the stretchout. Then a line traced through these 
points of intersection will form the miter end of the 
pattern shown by L M N O.

OBITUARY. 


Thomas G. Williams. 

Thomas G. Williams, Secretary and General Super- 
intendent of the Standard Steel Co., Cleveland, Ohio, 
and widely known in the sheet steel and tin plate 
business, died at his home in Bedford, Ohio, on De- 
cember 21, at the age of 63 years. Mr. Williams was 
known by all of the mills and large consumers of sheet 
metal throughout the country, and the news of his 
death will be learned with deep regret. He was born 
at Little Western, Pa., on May 31, 1848. His family 
removed first to Hanging Rock, Ohio, and shortly 
afterwards to Ironton, Ohio. As his ancestors had 
been identified with the iron industry in Wales fo° 
generations it was quite natural for Mr. Williams to 
drift into the same line. At different times he was

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Trade 


HARDWARE. 

The situation in the hardware market is about the 
same as it was last week, with the exception that in the 
retail trade business is not as brisk owing to the pass- 
ing of Christmas. Now that this rush is over, how- 
ever, a steady demand for seasonable goods is looked 
for, especially goods that find a ready sale during the 
winter months. Owing to the phenomenally good 
crops, a feeling of confidence pervades the entire trade, 
and the year 1911 is looked forward to with more than 
ordinary optimism. Orders for spring goods are be- 
ing placed liberally by the trade, and in good round 
lots. 

The market for wire and wire nails is not very 
active, though the latter have not lost any ground 
and a fair demand for cut nails is noted. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.70 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.75 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retail- 
ers’ car lots, $1.95; $2 out of store; painted barb 
wire, jobbers, car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.95, 
with 30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in 
car lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 





TIN PLATE. 

Without a doubt thé year 1911 will witness a 
marked degree of activity in the manufacture of tin 
plate. Some of the large producers are setting their 
plants in order and preparing for a good season’s busi- 
ness. Prices are being firmly maintained and there is 
no evidence of any serious price cutting. Specifications 
against running contracts are coming in at a fairly 
satisfactory rate for this season of the year, although 
the market at the present time is somewhat quiet. 

The price of tin plate to retailers, f. o. b. Chicago, is 
$8.50' for 100-pound tin plate 20x28. 





SHEETS. 

The market for sheets is dull, though better things 
are looked for with the opening of the new year. There 
is not now the price irregularity noticeable that char- 
acterized the market a few weeks ago, and a firmer 
feeling is experienced. The Chicago price to retail- 
ers is $3.75 out of store for 1oo-pound No. 28 gauge, 
galvanized. 


COPPER. 

Very little evidence of improvement has been shown 
in the copper metal. situation during the last week. 
While inquiries have been the lightest of the year, pro- 
ducers have shown little disposition to force their 
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offerings and this helped in a measure to keep the 
price higher than it would otherwise have been. This 
has resulted in prices being more or less nominal and 
no important change in conditions is expected until 
after the first of the year. As a rule, however, the 
prospect does not appear to be encouraging for either 
the producer or the consumer. On the call at. the 
New York Metal Exchange on Thursday, December 
and January standard copper were offered at 12.25c¢ 
and February and March at 12.30c, with 12.15¢ bid 
for each position. Standard copper at London was 
dull and easier. 

Some small sales of electrolytic continue to be 
made at 1234c and even lower; the larger agencies 
are endeavoring to uphold the market in the hope of 
improved demand later on. Although the consump- 
tion of the metal has fallen off considerably in the last 
few months, the total consumption for the year will 
probably, be larger than it was in 1909. 





SHEET ZINC. 


The base price of sheet zinc was reduced on Satur- 
day 4c per pound to 7.50c f. o. b. smelter, subject to 
usual extras and discounts. 

The biggest shutdown of mines inaugurated in the 
Joplin district for many months was started a few days 
ago when 50 per cent of the milling plants closed down 
indefinitely or until such time as the prices of spelter 
rallied above $5.50. It is a determination of the mine 
operators association that they cannot afford to pro- 
duce ore under a base price of $4 per ton of 60 per 
cent zinc and this means keeping spelter above $5.50. 
The present shutdown has already cut into the pro- 
duction heavily and next week’s absence of producers 
is calculated to reduce the output another 2,000 tons or 
better. This condition has caused the smelting agents 
to buy heavily this week and one company alone bought 
2,200 tons or three times its usual purchases. Two 
other companies long out of the market entered the 
field and took several hundred tons at the bargain 
prices of $37 to $42 per ton. These purchases nat- 
urally cut into the surplus stocks heavily and with the 
cut in production next week there should be no surplus 
stocks at all in the Joplin district of any import- 
ance on the market. The week ends with the back 
of the slump broken and no ore selling Saturday under 
$40. While conditions are improved there will be no 
let up in the plans of the operators to cut the produc- 
tion another week at least and perhaps longer. They 
are absolutely determined to do their part in stopping 
any further reduction in spelter and bringing to a 
point at least above $5.50. The curtailment move- 
ment is the direct result of the Zinc Operators Asso- 
ciation of the district. 


ANTIMONY. 


The antimony market is quiet and easy in tone. 
Prices are 7.50c for Cookson’s; 7.50c for Hallett’s, 
and 6.75@7.25¢ for ordinary brands. The London 
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market is quoted at £29 for Hallett’s and £28 for 
ordinary brands, 


IRON BARS. 
The market for iron bars remains dull, but steady. 
Quotations are as follows: $1.40@1.45 for refined 
bars and $1.35@1.40 for ordinary. 


PIG IRON. 


Makers of pig iron and coke are attempting to 
regulate the present panic prices by inaugurating an 
eta of combination. Two meetings of furnace inter- 
ests in eastern Pennsylvania have been held recently 
at Philadelphia, in an effort to get together on a 
price agreement in the East. 

Last week the first of what is proposed to be a 
series of meetings of western Pennsylvania, valley 
and lake pig iron interests was held at Cleveland. 
Another will be called soon after the opening of the 
year. 

The movement in valleys and Ohio territory takes 
the form of an effort to unite the makers of basic iron, 
in order to take basic out of the slough of below cost 
selling. The western Pennsylvania furnace interests, 
on the other hand, desire to make the agreement broad 
enough to include foundry iron as well. The entire 
movement is in its formative state. The Cleveland 
meeting brought out the fact that all makers of 
basic in valleys and lake territory were in har- 
mony in the proposition, with the exception of 
one strong interest. This interest is holding out, 
declining to enter any kind of a pact, and until the dis- 
senting concern can be brought into line little prog- 
ress can be made toward regulating the market. 

The proposition for some sort of a selling agreement 
is forced on makers of basic by the continued low 
selling price of that grade of iron. The monthly 
average price of basic is made on a comparatively 
small tonnage of actual sales in the open market. A 
great volume of the basic iron produced by the mer- 
chant furnaces of Pittsburgh is sold on long-time 
contracts, based on this monthly average price. The 
furnaces, therefore, are confronted with a complex 
proposition. The price is made for them by a few 
low-priced sellers, and they are forced to deliver iron 
on their long-time contracts on the averages made by 
these low-priced sales. Some of them would 
greatly prefer to close their furnaces rather than con- 
tinue to operate at a loss, but to do this they would 
be forced to cancel long-time contracts and face 
chances of litigation in case consumers chose to go to 
law to enforce the contracts. So they must continue 
to ship iron on their sliding scale contracts, at a 
price fixed by somebody else. Every possible influ- 
ence will be brought to bear on the producers still 
standing out against the selling agency plan to bring 
them in line. 

While the pig iron producers are seeking to wrest 
the control of the market away from the buyers, the 
coke operators also have started in.on a new plan for 
a co-operative selling agency as a means of bringing 
coke prices up to a living basis. The last attempt 
at a selling agency for the merchant coke ovens of the 
‘Connellsville field, on which agents of J. V. Thompson, 
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the Uniontown banker, and others worked all through 
October and November, fell through because of fear 
of prosecution under the anti-trust law. The latest 
attempt took shape in the filing of papers last week for 
a Pennsylvania charter for the Fidelity Coal & Coke 
Co. of Uniontown, with a capital of $300,000. This 
undertaking is understood to be backed by Banker 
Thompson and his affiliated interests in the Connells- 
ville field, and at the start will handle the output 
of approximately 7,000 independent ovens, owned by 
five large companies. The associated companies are 
headed by the Tower Hill Coal & Coke Co. of Con- 
nellsville, which is controlled by Thompson. It is de- 
signed gradually to obtain control of the entire mer- 
chant oven output of the Connellsville region for this 
new selling company. Various attempts have been 
made to amalgamate the merchant oven interests at 
Connellsville into a selling agency compact, but all 
have failed because the former projectors always de- 
voted their efforts to tying up all companies before 
organizing the agency.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re 
port: 


“The holiday quietness is on the trade like a wet blanket 
Some small orders for pig iron continue, but they are mostly 
for spot shipment. A number of consumers have covered for 
but little of their requirements for the early portion of next 
year, and seem inclined to delay purchase until after the 
first of January. 

“The local apathy is apparently not extending to other 
districts, and reports from the East show a fair amount of 
tonnage placed, mostly by pipe makers and malleable users 

“With the regular holiday closing down and the actual 
blowing out of plants, it is expected that December will 
show a sharply curtailed production over any month vet. 

“Quietness in the coke fields is even more pronounced 
and there is little if anything doing at the present time.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Looking backward over this year is not pleasant for 
pig iron manufacturers. As a matter of fact the year has 
not been so poor in the matter of volume, for more iron 
was sold and melted this year than in 1909. But we made 
too much iron. In the early part of this year there were 
great preparations for an immediate revival of trade. An- 
other boom was upon us and there was such a unanimous 
chorus to this effect that every one believed it. Consumers 
bought at the comparatively high prices that ruled in Febru- 
ary and March, and furnace men got ready to supply the 
greatly increased demand which was anticipated. Then the 
boom failed to materialize. That is the whole story of 1910. 
The iron trade got ready too soon and made too much iron, 
and this surplus stock of iron forced prices below a profit 
able basis. But had it not been for these great expectations 
and preparations—had we been content to go along more 
quietly and normally—the year would have been a fair one, 
for the amount of iron that has actually gone into consump 
tion has been large and this too with but little help from 
the railroads. The year ends with the whole trade waiting 
on the railroads... When they begin to buy again, then the 
iron: trade will again flourish, but apparently until. that time 
present conditions will continue.”
